TARIFF BILL PASSED 


AFTER HA.VISO KEEN DEBATED 


THREE MOSTHS 


By a Strict Party Vote, Except Hill, 


Who Voted With the 


WASHINGTON*, July 3.--In the mid?t 


of intense excitement at 10.45 tonight, 
after having been debated for three 
months and one day, the Wilson tariff 
bill, amended to take effect August 1, 
1S94, passed tlie senate by a vote of 
34 to 39. Ihe bill passed by a strict 
party vote except David B. Hill, who 
voted with the Republicans against the 
measure. The Populists divided thei: 
strength, two, Messrs. Kyle and Allen, 
voting in favor of the bill, and two.

Th« strikers 
knocked him down and the deputies 
and police who tried to inteiferc, were 
powerless. Many in the mob shouted : 
"Kill the Marshal!" but the latter 
drew hia two revolvers, and several 
deputies who had forced their way 
through the crowd did the same. The 
strikers were obliged to fall back, and 
the Marshal finally escaped to the rail- 
road otiicee. Tlie attempt to move the 
train, however, was abandoned for the 
time being. 
The strikers cut the train iu two and 


then they commenced to sidetrack the 
ears and disable engines in tlie yards. 
Marshal Baldwin realizing his utter 
helplessness to cope with the rioters 
sent a dispatch to Governor Markham 
at Pasadena, "explaining the situation 
and recommending that the National 
(iuard be called upon for duty at Sacra- 
mento at once. 


All day there has been the greatest 


, xcitemeiit in the vicinity of the South- 
ern Pacific yards. Early this morning 
people began to assemble, aud long be- 
fore there bad been any actual disturb- 
ance thousands of people were surging 
with the strikers through the railroad 
"roundu and contiguous streets. There 
are 3000 strikers at this point, and 
nearly all of them were in the excited 
throng. 
Before 10 o'clock thi« morning the 


United States marshal ordered the 
crowd to le. ve the yarda and depot. 
The strikers offered no resistance and 
quietly withdrew.

Two Thousand Employes Walk Out 


of the Railroad Shops at 


Sacramento. 


SAN FKAXCIKW, June 29.—At the close 


of the vecoiid 'lay oi tho great ?tru 
between the American liailway I'nion 
and the Southern Pacific the strikers 
eecm to have the upper hand. Tratlio 
on thia great railway system is paralyzed 
BO far as the Pacific coast ia concerned. 
No trains arx1 running north or south, 
and from O^den, Deminjg and El Paso 
west not a wheel is turning. Even the 
company's suburban trains out of Si 
Francisco and Oakland are at a eiand- 
btill. The ferry boats are running, it is 
true, bat fti Oakland and Alameda 
uiolee there are no connecting trains to 
bear suburban residents to their homt's. 
Many thousands of people who do busi- 
ness in San Francisco and live on the 
opposite side of the bay are thus put to 
the greatest inconvenience. 


Little effort has been made to move 


freight. 
Evidence that the company 


expects a protracted struggle was given 
this afternoon, when from the general 
offices of the Southern Pacific an order 
was issued closing all freight offices, and 
informing clerks, of that department 
that their pay would cease until further 
notice. And" it is this freight blockade 
that is most disastrous to tbe business 
intercuts of California. Heavy losses to 
iruit growing interests are inevitable, 
and many fruit growers and fruit deal- 
era are threatened with bankruptcy. 
Hundreds of cars laden with perishable 
fruit are sidetracked. In northern Cal- 
ifornia thia is the fruit men's busiest 
shipping season, and peaches, apricots, 
cherries, plums and berries are fast rip- 
ening in every orchard. A blockade ol 
only a few days will see fruit to the 
value of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars too ripe for shipment. All this will 
be a. total loss to growers. 


Tonight tbere seems little prospect 


that the blockade will be raised for at 
least several days. In the Oakland and 
Sacramento yards a few locomotive en- 
gineers have 'shown a disposition to 
stand by the company and take out 
trains, but notwithstanding this appar- 
ent willingness on the part of the en- 
f'meere, no trains have been moved,

"It being a custom among civil 


people to publish and prtHrlaim to the 
world at large and to tln-ir opponents 
particularly, the causes which lead U|i 
to and tin- reasons which actuate1 them 
iu adopting a Hut? of action which, in a 
measure, disturbs the usual order o: 
atiUire, Local Union No. 19 of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union hereby recites ami 
declares that the causes and reasons 
which led up to this strike are aa fol- 
lows : 
'"The employes of the Pullman com- 


pany, being members of the A.R.U. 
and having made complaints to the gen- 
eral union of unjust and oppressive 
treatment, which complaint after due 
investigation having been found to be 
well grounded, the said A.R.U., through 
a committee, having deemed that the 
Pullman company should arbitrate the 
differences existing between it and he 
employes, and said Pullman company 
having refused utterly to entertain an\ 
proposition looking to a settlement oi 
sail differences, and denying that any 
differences exist, we declare a boycott 
upon the Pullman company, which has 
declined to arbitrate the differences e.\ 
ietinf* between it and he employes. 
'"The Southern Pacific company in 


the plenitude of power and wisdom, 
have seen lit to espouse the cause of the 
Pullman company .by refusing to run 
trains without Pullman cars. 
This 


action of the Southern Pacific, it seems 
to us, can be interpreted in only one 
way, namely, a declaration of war.' 


"Now, thereiore, while we fully real- 


ize the magnitude of the contest which 
has been forced upon us, we cannot re- 
fuse to pick up the gage of battle which 
has been thrown down to us; therefore, 
be it 


"Resolved, That, having been forced, 


unjustly, into a %ht which is not of our 
seeking, we hereby give notice to the 
Southern Pacific Company, and tc the 
public at large, that we will maintain 
this fight to the uttermost limit of our 
ability; and belt 


"Resolved, That while lighting for 


what we believe to be our just rights, 
we will endeavor to so conduct our tight 
as not to conflict with the rights of oth- 
ers, and in a manner that shall com- 
mand the respect of all right-minded 
people; and be it further 


"Resolved, That a ropy of these reso- 


lutions be sent to the general manager 
of (he Southern Pacific Company, and 
that copies be furnished all the San 
Francisco and Oakland papers." 


THF OTHER SIDF. 


NEW YORK, June 29.—George M. Pull- 


man, president of the Palace Car Com- 
pany, has issued a comprehensive state- 
ment to the public with regard to the 
efforts of the company to keep its works 
3pen and give employment to its men. 
tie gays: 


"At the commencement of the de- 


pression last year we were employing 
it Pullman 5816 men and paving out in 
wages there $305,000 a month! Negotia- 
tions with intending purchasers of rail- 
way equipment, that were tlifeu pend- 
ing for new work, were stopped by 
.hem; orders already given by others 
were cancelled, and we were obliged to 
ay off a large number of men in every 
department, so that hy November, 1893, 
;here were only about 2000 men in all 
departments, or* about one-third of the 
normal numher. 
'I realized the necessity for the most 


strenuous exertions to procure work im- 
mediately, without which there would 
ae great embarrassment, not only to the 
employes and their families at Pullman, 
aut also to those living in the immedi- 
ate vicinity, including* between 700 and 
JOQ employes who had purchased homes 
aud to whom employment was actually 
necessary. I discussed the matter thor- 
oughly with tin; manager of the works. 
The result ol this disc-ussiun was a re- 
vision in piece work prices, which, in 
the absence of any information to the 
contrary, I supposed to he acceptable to 
the men, under the circumstances. 


"Under these conditions, and with 


lower prices on all materials, I person- 
ally undertook the work of building 
cars, and by making lower* bids than 
other manufacturers I secured work 
inouirh gradually to increase our force 
iroin'2200 to about ^^00, the number em- 
p.oyed according to the pay roll in all 
capacities at Pullman. 


"This result has not been accom- 


plished merely by a reduction iil wages, 
but the company has buinu its full share 
by eliminating from its estimates the 
use ol capital iuid machinery, and in 
many cases even going tjtluw that and 
making work at considerable lose. Dur- 
ing the night of May 10th a strike WES 
decided on and, accordingly, next day 
about 2500 of our employes q'-rit, leaving 
about 600 at work, of whom very few 
wero skilled workmen. 


"As it was found impracticable to put 


the shops in operation with a force thus 
diminished aud disorganized, the next 
lay those remaining'were necessarily 
iet out, and no work has since been done 
in the ahopa. Tim pay rolls at this time 
amounted to $7000 n day anii were re- 
duced to $5000 by the strike, so thatdnr- 
ng the periud of a little more than six 
weeks which elapsed the employee who 
quit work havedeprived themselves and 
their comrades of earnings amounting to 
more than $200.000. 


Fruit Market Glutted. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 30.—Notwith* 


standing the railroad blockade, the local 
rruit markei was so badly glutted this 
morning that there -was a marked 
;umble in prices. All the river and hay 
Jteamboats came in with heavy loads.

The Rtuation at Chicago is worse to-

The General Managers' association

CHICAGO, June 30.—The Post sum- 


marizes the strike as follows: Violence 
has become a feature of the American 
Railroad Union strike on almost all 
roaila centered in Chicago.

capital, we firmly believe there would 
3C no real necessity for government 
ownership and the increased dangers to

Aside from the railroad question the 


necessity for a court of arbitration ntill 
exists. Government ownership of rail- 
roads-would by no means end the strug- 
gle between capital and labor. IJut the 
evils which result from it would be re- 
duced to R minimum by compulsory 
arbitration. Such a court would not 
only prevent the damage and dangers 
of strikes and boycotts, but it would 
result in giving labor a fair return for 
its services to capital in all industries. 


With such a court in existence a cor- 


poration could not arbitrarily reduce 
tbe wages of ita workmen below the 
recognized, prevailing standard without 
coming into court and proving that it 
was operating itfi business without a fair 
profit. On the other hand the strike 
and the boycott w- uld be placed in tbe 
category of illegal disturbances, and tbe 
occupation of the agitator and the walk- 
ing delegate would be gone. 


So far as tbe, conflict between lalxir 


and capital is concerned, and the de- 
moralization and danger it inflicts upon 
the public, a court of arbitration would 
accomplish all tbat government owner- 
ship of railroads would and very much 
more.

IF, AS the Examiner states, the Pull- 


man company haa at this stage of 
iffairs positively refused to submit the 
difference between itself and its work- 
men to arbitration, it has forfeited, all 
right to sympathy, regardless of what 
may be said of the indefensible methods 
adopted by the strikers. A man or a 
corporation which is not willing to sub- 
mit a dispute to arbitration when the 
lives and property of his fellow citizens 
are imperilled by his refusal has no 
claims for sympathy over the fraternity 
of boycottere. If the Pullman company 
was assed for an unconditional surren- 
der of their rights the matter would be 
different, but the corporation which 
will refuse the justice of arbitration un- 
der conditions like those now existing is 
sufficiently soulless to meet the moat 
extravagant ideas regarding the condi- 
tions under which corporations are said 
to exist.

Little progress was made in the San- 


ders forxery trial yesterday, though a 
number of witnesses for the prosecution 
were examined. Judge Webb kept the 
attorneys moving with injunctions to 
proceed and get throuch, but the neces- 
sity of putting in a quantity of technical 
evidence could not be denied, and the 
court and spectators suffered in silence 
through a long, hot and generally un- 
eventful day. Toward the close t-ome 
direct evidence on the forgery charge 
was put in. 


George Wiseman was recalled aud 


briefly examined as to the first remarks 
made by him on the disappearance of 
Woottou. He said that after receiving 
the alleged letter from Wootton dated 
San Fernando, February 4th, he re- 
marked to a friend: "We have lost an 
old neighbor. 
Wootton has sold his 


ranch and left the country." 


.Detective A. B. Lawaon waa recalled, 


and testified that he had sworn out the 
complaint which charged Sanders with 
the murder of Wootton. It was sworn 
out on April 16th before Justice Fair- 
weather of Reedley, "on information 
and belief." 


Mr. Short inquired if it was not a fact 


that the witness swore out the com- 
plaint "on personal knowledge" as re- 
quired by law, there being nothing said 
about "information and belief" in tho 
complaint. Ho also asked witness if he 
had ever known of a charge of this grav- 
ity (murder) being sworn to on informa- 
tion and belief. 


Laweon replied yes, that it was fre- 


quently done. He was aware that there 
was a recent, decision of the supreme 
court against U. He positively elated 
that he swore out the complaint "on in- 
formation and belief," whether the 
words appeared on the complaint or not.

The Governor of Illinois Can Pro- 


tect Property. 


WAtimNi.lux, July 5.—Oovernor Alt- 


geld lias called upon the President to 
remove the federal troops from Illinois.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Governor Alt- 


eeld, in his telegram to Pre?ident Cleve- 
land, says the state of Illinois is not 
only able to furnish its own soldiers to 
protect property, but stands ready to 
furnish the federal government any aid 
it ne<xls elsewhere. He demand? that 
the federal troopa be withdrawn. Cleve- 
land's reply is as follows: 


"Federal troops were sent to Chicago 


in strict accordance with the constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States,upon 
demand of the postoffice department 
that the obstruction of mails be re- 
moved, and upon representations of ju- 
dicial Ottawa of the United States'that 
the process of the federal courts could 
not

Danger That Arms and Ammuni- 


tion May Be Stolen. 


EDITOR REI-UBLICAX:—In a crisis like 


the present one an ounce of prevention s 
worth a ton of cure. Every weapon 
•hat finds itself into the bands of the 
strikers at Sacramento adds so much 
deadliuers to the struggle that must 
ensue sooner or later, and manifestly 
'urnishes an opportunity to the social- 
istic and anarchistic hordes that are 
only awaiting an opportunity 
the atrocities of the Paris (. 
American cities. These socialists and 
anarchists have no real sympathy with 
tbe strikers. It matters little to them 
whether it be a Coxey movement or a 
railroad strike so that an occasion, is 
iirniahed for bringing capital and labor 
into the desired conflict. 


In this connection I would point out 


the danger that arises from the un- 
guarded condition of armories and large 
gunsmith stores, particularly in San 
frpnciaco. 
In the latter city there 


exists a number of so-called military 
companies which are 
composed of 


foreigners owing no allegiance to the 
state or national governments, wearing 
foreign uniforms and carrying foreign 
Hags. There are, T believe, two French 
companies, four Italian, one Austrian, 
one Luxembourg and one Mexican. 
Most, if not all of these companies, are 
fully armed. For what .purpose? To 
whose orders are they subject? What is 
to prevent the arms of these companies 
being either loaned to or taken by the 
strikers? 
I have not a word to say about the 


cause at issue between the railroad and 
the strikers. I have not even formed 
an opinion on it. But let a watchful 
eye be kept on the agitators, anarchists, 
dynamiters, socialists and proletariats 
of all nations with whom a atate'a mis- 
ery is their opportunity. No man should 
be allowed to bear arms today unless he 
wears the uniform of his country and ia 
responding to a lawful call. 


I will go further and say that no men 


should be allowed to form military com- 
panies under a foreign flag, or wearing a 
foreign uniform, and that the present 
crisis fully justifies a control of all 
deadly weapons by tho regular military 
and civil authorities of the state.

THE RKroBuavN more questions in re- 
gard to government ownership of rail- 
roads than could be fully and properly 
answered in the cpace in this paper 
available for all purpose?. The gist of. 
his apparent contention, however, may 
be answered in a few words. Thia may 
be done by conceding that the railroad 
corporations are demanding interest on 
fictitious value uud that they are ia 
many instances charging exorbitant 
rates for tbe transportation of freights. 


Tliis valley probably affords the moat , 


striking example of extortionate freight 
charges to be found in the United 
States, the volume of business and coat 
oC operating taken into consideration. . 
These are impositions upon the public - 
which miiat'be corrected. We believe 
that they can be nearly if not equally aa 
well corrected by government control aa 
thev can by government ownership. 
The necessary exercise of government 
control is therefore preferable, for the 
reason that it. creates no cumbersome 
political machine to further complicate 
the operations' ot the government and 


icrense the opportunities for political 


patronage and power. The power Of 
he [wlitii'iaus is the worst bane of tbe 
uountry today. "The field of their oper- 
ations must be decreased instead of en- 
argcd. This cannot be done, evidently, 
by extending tho scope ot government 
perations into vast fields now occupied 
by private enterprise. 


The country is cnraed by too much. 


politics, and itaworat effects are to be 
seen among that class of people who ace 
dependeiitupon it. Manly independence 
ind honest itmvietiona die out among 
people who hang upon the favor of poli- 
.itriana. and who finally become a sort of 
ungusnpon the body politic. Depend- 
ence upon the government, such as ia 
contemplated in government ownership 
of vast industries, will, in the opinion of 
th'w paper, result in finally destroying 
tbe sturdy manhood and independence 
of character which is essential to th* 
citizenship of a free government.

BICYCLES WITHOUT 
LIGHTS 


A Dangerous Practice That Must 


be Stopped. 


The police are having great trouble 


just now with ruckleea men who sVim 
plong the highways of the city after 
dark on bicycles unprovided with a 
headlight. 


Several citieena have been knocked 


down and more or less injured in this 
way, for it seems to be part of the en- 
joyment on the part of the bicyclists to 
Hash round a corner at high epeeif and 
scare persons who are crossing ihe prin- 
cipal streets. The fact that many 01 the 
Btrefcta are-virtually unlimited after 9 
o'clock adds greatly to the security of 
the cyclists in thin senseleBB sport, and 
of course the danger of pedestrians is in 
exact proportion. 


The police h«ve endeavored to bring 


some of the offeuders to book, but they 
have escaped in every case but one 
by simply tearing off at full speed. On 
Ttiursday night, however, Officer Hcr- 
nngton halted one of the giddy rushers 
on J street, near Fresno, and scared 
him nearly to death. The first im- 
pression of the young man was that it 
was a genuine cate of hold-up, and he 
knelt down on the 'street and bej^ed for 
mercy at the hands of the supposed 
Eootpad, after several yells that were 
lieard for three, blocks.

The July sesaiou of the Board oi Su- 


pervisors opened yesterday with a full 
attendance of members. 


The delicate question of dividing up 


the general road fund is one which ia 
still uppermost in the minds oE the 
members, but not one of them seems 
wilting to cut the Gordiau knot or able 
to offer a basis of adjustment. A super- 
visor with $3,000 subject to his exclus- 
ive control is a "potential entity" on 
the eve of & close election, and yet there 
is no known way of dividing $12,000 
among five per&ope, BO aa to give them 
$3,000 a piece. The board did not han- 
dle the matter yesterday and may not 
touch the eubject for a week. Tina will 
be bad news for many patriots in the 
outlying.county districts to whom a lit- 
tle fodder'would be very welcome jtiat 
now. 


There will be at least one heart in 


which an aching void will esiat as the 
result of the action taken by the super- 
visor* yesterday in the transfer of the 
Fifth ward, better 
known 
aa 
the 


"bloody fifth," from the first to the 
third supervisor district. The aching 
heart is the property of Joseph Spinney. 


It was all done very quietly, and it 


took juet one minuto to transact the 
business. 
Foster moved and Butler 


seconded, "that the Fifth ward of tbis 
city of Fresno city, being all that por- 
tion of Freano city west of the Southern 
Pacific railroad, be taken from the first 
supervisor district and added to the 
third supervisor district. 


The transfer will virtually disfran- 


chise the Fifth ward, BO far as the elec- 
tion of a supervisor is concerned, and 
•will reduce Sninnuy'a chances of elec- 
tion as supervisor from the first district 
to an infinitesimal 
fraction, as his 


strength lies mainly in the Fifth ward. 
Hence Spinney's tears uud Foster's 
smiles. Foster paid his Populist friends 
back in their own coin. 


Attorney Tupper tiled with the board 


his written opinion on the claim of 
Architect Curlett for $681, balance of 
commissions on the construction of the 
county court house. Tbe opinion is ad- 
verse to the payment of tbe claim, as 
will appear from the following abstract 
of the document: 


"The claim upon its face totally fails 


to comply with the requirements of sec- 
tion 41 of the county government act, in 
this, that the stunc ia not itemized, giv- 
ing names, dates and particular (seryico 
rendered us required by said section. 
Unless said cluim is thus itemized it 
would be impossible to determine from 
its face whetlmr or not any of tliR items 
of the bill arc barred by the statute of 
limitations, requiring the presentation 
of a claim ugaingt the county within one 
year after it becomes due. 


"These two points could be waived if 


this was not a claim against a county, 
but the Board of Supervisors represent- 
ing the county are absolutely enjoined 
by law to take notice of euch objections 
if they apply to any claim presented 
against the county. 


"During the year 1891 the Hoard of 


Supervisors of this county determined 
to erect certain additions to the court 
house. The board advertised for plans 
and specifications tor such additions anil 
adopted tbe plans and specifications of 
Mr. Curlett, the present claimant, and 
agreed to pay liiui for his plans and 
specifications the tmm of 3|j per cent 
of the contract prios, provided that a 
bid of $100,000 or less was received by 
the board for the construction of such 
additions. 


"The board received a bid for the con- 


struction 
of 
such 
additions 
from 


Smilitt Bros, in the sum of $99,87, 
which 
bid 
was 
based 
upon 
the 


plans and 
Bpedficatioua of Ourleit, 


which the board had before that time 
adopted;. Curlett was than paid by the 
county $3478.54, being 'dH percent of 
$y9,387, Smilie Bros.' bid, tor Ins said 
plans and specifications, which payment 
was made on the 14lh day of December, 
1891. The contract to build such addi- 
tions to'the court house was then en- 
tered into with Stuilie Bros, fur Urn sum 
of $99,387. 


"Afterwards, by an order entered on 


tbe minutes of the hoard, Curlett was 
employed to superintend the buildiuK uf 
said additions, and tbe compensation 
for liiu services was tised at one and 
one-half per cent of the contract price of 
such building 
isnon after tbe employ- 


ment of Curieit as such superintendent \ 
at tbe said compensation of one and j 
one-half pur cent of tbe contract price j 
the board ugrved with the contractors to j 
certain changes and alterations in a '•• 
portion of tho phina and specifications I 
first adopted, and during tbe construe-i 
tion of the building of tuid additions to ' 
the court house from time to time other 
changes and alterations were made in 
the original plans aud specifications. 
All these changes uud alterations in the '• 
original plans and specifications 
re- 


sulted in the. payment to kmiilie Broth- 
ers of about $11,001) more tlmu the orig- 
inal contract price of $99,^87, or $110,426. 


"No contract was ever made between 


Ourlett and tbe Board of Supervisors 
providing for the payment of three and 
one-half per cent of the additional 
amount paid to Smilie Brothers ever 
and above the original contract price 
There is no contract of record authoriz- 
ing any compensation for such plans 
and specifications of alterations and 
changes in the original plans and speci- 
fications, and there is nutluug of record 
to flhow that the plans of the alterations 
and changes so made of tbe original 
plans and aptcih'cations was intended to 
be services for the county, independent 
of tbe original pinna and specifications 
or independent of the compensation so 
paid Curlett for such original plans and 
specifications. 
1 
"There is another question involved in 


•this claim which 1 think it proper to 
mention, although not necessary to de- 
termine at this time, ami that is the un- 
certainty of the liability of the county to 
pay any sum whatsoever to Mr. Curlett 
or tbe contractors incurred by the | 
changes and alterations of the original 
plans and specifications where such 
changes were not agreed upon and au- 
thorized aa provided by law 
Therefore, 


I recommend that the claim be re- 
jected. 


"I have, with the district attorney, 


given this matter very careful considera- 
tion for several days, and have found it 
impossible to reach any other conclu- 
sion than before stated! Respectfully,

A Correspondent Claims It Would 


Do Away With Strike*. 


EWTOB 
REPUBLICAN :—Tbe present 


tie-up of the railroads presents the 
question of transportation 
before the 


people iu a light they will not eoon for- 
get. That certain laboring meu living 
in a little town in Illinois owned by the 
Pullman company should in attempting 
to adjust their differences with their 
employes, and failing, precipitate a 
strike upon and a complete tie-up of 
lines oi communication hundreds and 
thousands of miles away, to the great 
damage of millions of people wholly dis- 
interested in the matter, except in a 
general way, is an emphatic object ies- 
Bon of the present mismanaged railroad 
system of this country. 


In my way of thinking, wbilo on its 


bare, cold, legal face, the railroad com- 
panies have one side of ttie question, 
the equities are altogether with the 
strikers. The railroad companies un- 
doubtedly are under a binding contract 
with the Pullman company to take with 
passenger tmina the coaches of tbe lat- 
ter, and they are aUo tinder a contract 
with the United States to deliver tlie 
mails. The strikers are willing to op- 
erate all trains not tailed out with Pull- 
man coaches, but the Huntingtons step 
out m the open and say to Uncle Sam 
and the balance of mankind; "These 
vast lines nf track, these thousands of 
trains of cars, aud all the counties* 
millions of dollars' worth of other prop- 
erty forming a part of the railroad sys- 
tem is onr individual property, aud wo : 
will not run any trains unless we can 
carry with them Pullman coaches." j 
And BO the tie-up is complete, aud every-1 
body suffers that the Huntingtqns may 
; 


pile up more millions and gratify their 
autocratic ambitions. 
: 


Aside from the terribly serious ques- 


tion of the impending danger to many 
industries and the great danger to all 
branches of trade and commerce, di* 
rcctly affected by this strike and the un- 
lawful obstinacy of the railroad auto- 
crats, there lies at the bottom of this 
Btrugple, In my judgment, the loug- 
looked for clash between labor and cap- 
ital. The capitalist in America has 
come to look upon the laboring man as 
a mere machine which baa no rights, 
and it remains to be seen whether labor 
will succeed in its valiant light for equal 
justice to all. 


Another and a far reaching question, 


that of the government ownership of 
railroads, is just now uppermost in the 
public mind,and thePopulistplank in the 
Omaha platform on the transportation 
question is receiving tbe approval of 
thousands who hitherto gave the matter 
but little thought: "That the railroads 
should be owned and operated by the 
government." 


It is safe to say that the fifteen roads 


now completely tied up are under the 
management and Control of less than 
fifteen men; and the spectacle of more 
than 40,000,000 people directly affected 
and greatly damaged—thousands being 
already bankrupted—by the autocratic 
ultimatum laid down by this handful of 
millionaires that they will suffer no 
trains' whatever to run unless upon 
their own terms is the strongest proof 
that could possibly uu adduced in sup- 
port of the Populist demand Unit the 
railroads should belong to the whole 
people. 


The only argument that is ever urged 


against government ownership of rail- 
roads is that oi the politician who fears 
that, should the other fellows get in, he 
would forever be kept out. But the 
great producing masses who are just 
now made the innocent sufferers of ft 
quarrsl between the combined, 
un- 


scrupulous, predatory riuh aud their 
employes are coming to the unanimous 
conclusion that the bugbear of con- 
centrated power arising from govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, is far pre- 
ferable to the present despotic rule of 
the few greedy meu who own, control 
and run—when they please—the lines of 
transportation.

The city clerk's report for tlie fiscal 


year showed balances in the various 
funds corresponding to those of the city 
treasurer. He also reported tbat there 
were bills against the general fund for 
salaries for April, May ami June oi the 
city officials which, with sundry items, 
amounted to $0386.36.

Ultimate Results Are Fai- 
reaching and Disastrous. 


EniroR REPUBLICAN :—I read

astonishment the article on the strike 
in toilay'R issue signed 
"Roseberry 


June." The writer does not meet the 
isaue at all, but covers it up with a mul- 
titude of words and a lot of illogical de- 
ductions. He claims that the railroad 
coulii settle the whole matter by leaving 
the Pullman coaches off, and going on 
with Ihe rest of the rolling stock. Now, 
suppose that tome other hamlfui of men 
engaged in manufacturing engines, or of
